MR. JUSTICE N. D. BECK DROPS 
DEAD WHILE PLAYING GOLF 
AT SEATTLE — ALBERTA 
BENCH LOSES POPULAR FIG. 
URE 
couver, May 15.—Word was 
received here late Monday afternoon 
of the sudden death in Seattle of 
; Mr. Justice N. D. Beck of Edmonton: 
While playing golf he suddenly 
collapsed. No further details were 
contained in the message received by 
Mrs. Tilley, 1424 Burnaby street, 
mother of Mrs. Beck, formerly Miss 
Jeanne Tilley. They were married 
six weeks ago. Mr, Justice Beck was 
71 years of age on May 4. 
His Career 
The late Hon. Nicholas Du Bois 
Dominic Beck, puisne judge, su 
preme court of Alberta, was born at 
Cobourg, Ont., May 4, 1857, the son 
of Rev. J. W. R. and Georgina Boul- 
-ton Beck, He was educated at 
private schools, Peterboro Collegiate 
_ Institute, and Toronto University 
where he received his L.L.B. degree 
in 1881. He was called to the Ontario 
bar in 1879 and practiced in Peter- 
boro from 1879 to 1883. Coming west 
he was called to the Manitoba bar 
in 1 , practicing in Winnipeg from 
1883 to 1889. He was called to the 
bar of the Northwest Territories in 
1889 and practiced at Calgary from 
1889 to 1891, and in Edmonton from 
1891 to 1907. He was crown prosecu 
tor, Edmonton district, from 1891, 
being created a Q.C, in 1893. He was 
also city solicitor for the city of Ed- 
monton during a part of that time. 
In 1907 Mr, Justice Beck was ap- 
pointed to the bench in Alberta, 
where he remained up to his death 
being a member of the bench for 
over 21 years. He was at one time 
editor of the Territorial Law Re- 
ports, and former editor of the 
Northwest Catholic Review. He was 
vice-chancellor of the University of 
Alberta. He also yvovernor of 
the Catholic Church Extension So- 
ciety of Canada. He was married 
three times, the last time about six 
‘ks ago to Miss Jeanne Tilley of 
Calgary. By a former marriage he 
had two sons and two daughters. H« 
resided in Edmonton.

Winnipeg, Man., May  4—Co- 


operative marketing associations en- 
gaged in marketing livestock, dairy 
products, wool, fruit, poultry, ete..

sumers’ Co-operative organizations, 
will take part in the third Interna- 
tional Wheat Pool Conference, to be 
‘held at Regina, Saskatchewan, June 
Sth, 6th, and 7th, it was announced 
last night by H. Burnell, Chair- 
man of the International Wheat Pool 
Committee, after an alltday session 
of the Conimittee in the Manitoba 
Wheat Pool offices. 

Yesterday morning Chairman Bur 
nell received word that the Scottish 
Co-operative Wholesale Society will 
be represented by John Cairns and 
Peter Malcolm, directors, and Wil- 
liam Smith, Commercial Manager 
and wheat buyer, as well as by John 
B. Fisher of Winnipeg, Canadian 
Manager, and the English Co-opera- 
tive Wholesale Society by A. W. 
Golightly and J. Oliver, directors, 
and A. H. Hobley, Central Wheat 
Buyer. 

Sir Thomas Allen is expected to 
attend as a member of the British 
Empire Marketing Board, Henry J. 
May, Secretary of the International 


Co-operative Alliance has cabled} 
that he will be present. 
The Aust ian Wheat Pools are 


sending two representatives, C. Judd 
of the Victoria Wheat Pool and J.

CENTEN THE BIRTH OF 
HENRI DUNANT FOUNDER 
OF RED CROSS 


The Red Cross is recognized the 
world over as the symbol of human 
compassion, and as such is respect- 
ed by all peoples. It owes its exist- 
ence to the vision of Henri Dunant, 
of Gendya, 


whose centennial an- 

niversary Was celebrated the world 
over on May &th. 

In the year 1859 Henri Dunant 


witnessed and was deeply impressed 
by the sight of the sufferings of the 
soldiers at the Battle of Solferino 
in Northern Italy, where the French 
and Italians were engaged in com 
bat with the Austrians. 

Henri Dunant, aided by a few 
people from the nearby villages did 
what he could to relieve the suffer 


ings of the wounded men on the 
battlefield. This volunteer corps 
whose tireless, if unskilled, care 


brought relief to the dying soldiers, 
noticed that Henri Dunant made no 
distinction in nationality, giving the 


same care to all, saying “All are 
brothers.” 

Unable to forget the terrible 
scenes he had witnessed, Henri 


Dunant wrote a book, “A Souvenir 


of Solferino” which was read 
throughout the civilised world. It 
aroused the strongest feeling 


especially against the barbaric neg- 
lect of wounded soldiers. 

In Geneva a Committee of five 
was appointed to consider the con- 
structive supyestions of this book 
Thanks to Dunant his griends, 
the Convention, signed ir 
1864, vave official recognition to the 
rights of the wounded and the duty

Society, whose prim purpase was 


the care of sick soldiers and jor 
ers of war. Today Red Cross jactivi 


ties have extended far beyond this 
field.
